Suggestions for a governm ent 
monopoly of platinum have been ad­ 
vanced in the Columbian congress. 
W hatever action is taken, the for­ 
tunes of war will mean wealth for 
the southern republic. 
One of the most spectacular feats 
of the war was the concentration of 
20,000 ounces of platinum in Rus­ 
sia by a young American mining en­ 
gineer, attached 
to 
the 
embassy 
there, who recognized the import­ 
ance of obtaining the metal. Each 
precious brick, wrapped in a leather 
cover, was brought half-way across 
the world to the United States and 
turned over to the government for 
use in the manufacture of surphuric 
acid, a constituent of explosives, for 
the manufacture of contact points in 
electrical apparatus and other uses 
necessary to war. 
An 
interesting 
history of platinum is given by the 
Latin-American division of the Bu­ 
reau of Foreign and Domestic com­ 
merce. 
Platinum was discovered in w hat 
is now Columbia in 1735, by a Span­ 
iard named Don Antonio de Ulloa, 
who accompanied a French scientific 
expedition, and his account of it was 
the first inform ation regarding the 
m etal to be brought to the attention 
of Europeans. 
Its resistability 
to 
acids and the difficulty of w orking 
it were rem arked upon, but it was 
not considered to lie pearly as prec- 
I ious as gold .and was used at tim es 
by counterfeiters as a basis for coins. 
It was not until the middle 
of 
the 
nineteenth century th at the demand 
for platinum for use in chemical lab­ 
oratories and 
for 
electrical 
uses 
brought its value up to the point 
where it ranked as one of the most 
precious metals. 
In the placer mining of gold in Co­ 
lumbia it was formerly thrown away i 
as waste, and when the rise in price 
made it more valuable than gold the 
ground on which the waste had been 
thrown became in its turn a field for 
mining operations, and 
even 
the 
streets of the principal center of 
! gold refining in Columbia, Quibdo, 
were torn up and the soil washed for 
particles of the new treasure. 
One 
man tore down his store in order to 
get at the ground beneath, and found 
so much platinum that he was en­ 
abled to rebuild and make an extra 
$4,000 for his trouble. 
P latinum is recovered principally 
from the beds of streams, the parti­ 
cles having 
been 
deposited 
there 
through erosion of large rocks, class­ 
ified geologically as “tertiary 
con­ 
glomerates.” The 
platinum 
grains 
are found with gold, the-proportion 
varying from 5 to 50 per cent of 
platinum. The two metals Are recov­ 
ered by washing the sand and grav­ 
el of streams. 
The marked rise in the price of 
platinum in the last two or three 
years has 
considerably stimulated 
mining activities In Columbia, espec­ 
ially on the part of the native min­ 
ers.

of Columbian, 
platinum by the tJnited States rep­ 
resents almost the total visible ex­ 
ports of that country.

African Union either has imported or 
is in the act of importing 13,500 tons 
of steel rails and accessories valued 
at £300,000; 24,000 pairs of shoes 
valued at £15,000; slaughter house 
by-products such as bonemeal, dried 
blood, etc., valued at £15,000; leath­ 
er to the value of more than £30,000; 
10.000 casks of linseed oil; 20,000 
cases of canned meats, 
valued 
at 
£45,000; locally manufactured chem­ 
ical products, mattress wire and be­ 
tween 700 and 800 tons ot^wheat. 
South Africa also is buying 800,000 
Argentine hardwood railway ties. 
But the trade is not all one way. 
Argentine has recently taken from 
South Africa hessians to the value of 
20.000 pounds, ostrich feathers val­ 
ued at 2,500 pounds, tea, lucerne 
seed, wines, brandy and gin, as well 
as coal in 
considerable 
quantities. 
Two cargoes of South' African coal 
have arrived here within the last few 
days and more is on the way. 
This 
coal has been thoroughly tried on the 
railways and is giving entire satis­ 
faction, so that it probably will form 
one of the principal articles of trade 
between the two countries in the fu­ 
ture. 
It is of particular interest to note 
the growth of Aregntine industries 
to an extent that permits of the ex­ 
port on a comparatively large scale 
of manufactured goods such as boots 
and shoes, and semi-manufactured 
goods such as leather. 
The market for Argentine shoes 
and leather in South Africa appears 
to be excellent. 
Already Argentine 
representatives of 
these industries 
have visited or are visiting South Af­ 
rica on behalf of their factories, with 
satisfactory business results.

Mexico s 15,000,000 inhabitants de­ 
pend for sustenace, was the primal 
factor in the formation of the com­ 
mission. There was danger of fam­ 
ine in some parts of the country, and 
it was difficult to transport food to 
I these regions the surplus that ob­ 
tained in other parts of Mexico. By 
its work, the commission averted the 
threatened 
famine, 
stabilized 
the 
price of corn and, in a great meas­ 
ure, prevented speculation in it. 
After presenting the facts before 
the consul general of 
the 
United 
States here ,an export permit was ob­ 
tained from the United States gov­ 
ernment to cover the importation of 
300,000 bushels 
of corn 
monthly 
from December I, 1917, to October 
30, 1918. The commission now is en­ 
deavoring to secure another similar 
permit. 
The first shipments from the Unit­ 
ed States, which were bought through 
a Kansas City firm, were distributed 
in various cities and towns along the 
border, where there 
was 
a 
great 
scarcity and where the price was ex­ 
ceedingly high. Later the distribution 
was extended to other parts of the 
republic, notably to the large min­ 
ing camps 
where 
the 
companies 
bought many car loads from the com­ 
mission, stored it and then retailed 
it at m<uch below cost price to their 
employes. 
Chambers of Commerce, located at 
or near these points, 
have 
either 
been the direct distributors or have 
had charge of the distribution. This 
supervision, however, was not neces­ 
sary in the case of the mining and 
industrial concerns who 
benefitted 
greatly by 
the 
importations, 
for 
there was danger that they 
might 
have had to shut down their plants 
had the food supply for their em­ 
ployes been exhausted. 
Another phase of the commission’s 
activities was the establishment in 
the City of Mexico of 40 stores, which 
retail corn to the laboring classes 
at about 25 per cent below market 
prices. 
These stores, according to 
the report .are selling about 2,500 
bushels daily. It is planned to start, 
as soon as possible, a ticket system, 
whereby each ticket holder will re­ 
ceive about 25 pounds of corn week­ 
ly. An attempt by the commission to 
pi|t into effect a scheme for the dis­ 
tribution of sugar similar to that 
for corn, has not yet been completed. 
In addition to the aid extended by 
the government, the commission has 
received valuable co-operation from 
various 
large 
mining 
companies, 
mostly those backed by foreign cap 
ital. 
One mine at El Oro, State of 
Mexico, converted four huge steel 
“Pachuca Tanks” into a miniature 
grain elevator, capable 
of 
holding 
thousands of bushels. 
This grain is 
retailed at prices below cost through 
the company store to its employes. 
When conditions forced the closing 
of a great smelter at Aguas Calien- 
tes, the company, to keep its idle em­ 
ployes from want, continued the dis­ 
tribution of corn 
from 
its 
store­ 
houses at the customary prices.
